It  has  re¬ 
ceived  most  favorable  recognition  in  the  East, 
particularly  in  the  New  England  States,  where  it 
is  planted  instead  of  Tennisball  as  a  late  Spring 
and  early  Summer  crop.

HERE  is  no  vegetable  in  our  list  from  the  standpoint  of  Dietetics  which  is  as  highly  recom- 
mended  as  Carrots,  particularly  when  eaten  raw  in  salads. 

This  strain  of  Coreless  Chantenay  is  quite  free  from  the  ordinary  yellow  core  pronounced  in 
most  carrots,  and  while  it  is  not  as  yet  completely  fixed,  it  is  a  decided  improvement  over  the  old  type, 
being  particularly  attractive  when  sliced  for  eating  as  an  uncooked  vegetable.  On  account  of  its  ten¬ 
derness,  it  is  superior  in  quality  to  regular  Chantenay,  and  should  eventually  supercede  the  old  type. 
Therefore,  it  should  become  one  of  the  leading  sellers  in  the  carrot  group. 

We  are  doing  considerable  breeding  work  on  this  stock,  endeavoring  to  build  up  a  fixed  coreless 
strain.

We  are  breeding  this  variety 
by  the  self  pollination  of  indi¬ 
vidual  plants,  selecting  Mother 
Bulbs  for  mildness,  keeping 
quality  and  uniformity.

This  sort  is  gaining  in  popular¬ 
ity  and  should  be  generally 
listed.
